A Program For Better 
Medical Care In America 


W hen the controv ersial labor bill is disposed of, 
Congress will take up the President's no les.s contro­ 
v ersial scheme for univ ersal and compulsory B’ederal 
sickness Insurance. 
The great m ajority of American physicians oppose 
this plan. Citing the experience of Britain, parts of 
Canada and of sev eral countries on the European 
continent, they arc conv inced th a t this kind of 
• jDciallzed medicine” would mean poorer serv ice to 
the sick. At this time of serious shortage of ph.v slcians, 
hospitals and nurses, a Gov ernment “guarantee” of 
medical serv ice to all, a t public expense—meaning 
through taxation on ev ery income—would inev itably 
mean neglect of the seriously 111 for the sake of the 
mass of slightly ill and the malingerers. The result 
would be to cripple the best medical serv ice on earth. 
Those who oppose the Administration plan do not 
say th a t American medical serv ice cannot be im ­ 
prov ed. The American Medical Association, represent­ 
ing 15.000 physicians, has just announced a timely 
program to bring “a wider and better distribution of 
medical care to the American people.” This 12-point 
program calls for expansion 
of medical and dental 
teaching, and of facilities for treating the sick— 
especially the mentally 111 and the aged. 
The American Medical Association recommends a 
Federal Departm ent of Science of Cabinet status, with 
a physician as secretary. It also urges the use of 
Federal money to promote medical research, spon­ 
sored by the Gov ernment but administered by a non­ 
gov ernmental board. Finally, It calls for expansion 
of v oluntary hospital and medical care insurance, 
especially in the rural areas. 
The last proposal is something of 
a departure for 
the American Medical Association. Many members of 
the group hav e felt th a t lU head, Dr. Morris Fishbeln, 
was “missing a bet” in not encouraging v oluntary 
medical insurance, ev en as he rightly opposed com- 
pulson' Federal Insurance. The great success 
of the 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield plans, which now cov er 
50.000,000 Americans, has shown w hat can be done 
by priv ate Insurance, which offers protection to the 
Indiv idual and his family and at the same time av oids 
all the dangers of “state medicine.”

To Be "'Bad Housekeeper" 


There was “The Old Curiosity Shop” of Charles 
Dickens; there was also, and not long ago, the case 
of those elderly bachelors who crowded their house 
w ith junk from cellar to attic, and set a “booby trap” 
to protect it, in which the surv iv ing brother unw it­ 
tingly garroted himself. 
WhsLi we are talking about? Of course, of neither, 
but of Uncle Sam, a “bad housekeeper” If ev er there 
was one, according to the report of the Hoov er Com­ 
mission. The Gov ernment records, it says, “would 
fill six buildings the size of the collosal Pentagon.” 
(Our own interpolation: Who ev er looks a t them ?) 
Stocks on hand, it Is added, would m eet the needs of 
the agencies a t present consumption rates for from 
one to fifty years. Gov ernment has a million motor 
v ehicles worth “at least $2,000,000.000.” In storage in 
v arious parts of the country are Its m ilitary and 
civ ilian inv entories, worth $27,000,000,000. Ev ery year 
It spends $6,000,000,000 for new supplies, m aterial and 
equipment. 
Ta^o pungent side rem arks: 
(1) Half of these 
purchases arc for $10 or less, and “since the cost of 
processing a purchase transaction is greatly in excess 
of $10, the ov erhead cost is more than the cost of the 
goods.” 
(2) “Funds remaining near the end of a 
fiscal year are frequently expended for supplies and 
equipment, in order to av oid returning the money to 
the Treasury.” 
We go back to the incident of the brothers in 
the ov er-stuffed house, and the “booby trap” which 
closed their story. Couldn’t th a t happen to an uncle 
also—to th a t Inv eterate pack rat, your Uncle Sam?

A Mon th In Every 
Year Of Waitin g 


Time drags its feet in February. 
The days are 
longer than in Nov ember, when the leav es hav e fallen 
but W inter defers its coming—longer than in August, 
th a t m onth when the Summer begins to die and the 
earth seems to spin more slowly on its axis. 
Some­ 
times it seems th a t February will nev er pass and late 
March bring the greening grass. 
The Romans, who gav e us our calendar, knew this 
same hunger for Spring a t this time of year. 
Early 
in their history they counted only 10 months, leav ing 
a gap of some 60 days between the end of one year 
and the beginning of the next. 
In time they added 
January and February, but they made February short. 
They gav e aU the other m onths 31 days, 30 or 29 . They 
allotted only 28 days to Februarius. 
Their calendar was imperfect still. 
It left them 
extra days to account for somehow, to make their 
year fit the tmv arying habit of the sun, but apparently 
they wanted to av oid a longer February. 
Ev ery 
second year they stopped the m onth a t the 23rd, threw 
in the surplus days as a “monsis intercalaría” they 
called Mercedonius, and then started again with 
February 24. 
Somehow, despite them, the month gained a day. 
It had 29 days when Julius Caesar reformed the 
caicndar. 
He kept it there by ordering February 23 
repeated once ev ery four years. 
Then, when Augustus 
had to hav e a month as long as Julius’, he took the 
needed day from February. Nobody minded so much 
then and nobody has cared much since, 
so February 
has 28 days three years out of four. 
Perhaps the reason calendar reformers hav e not 
made much progress i s th at they w ant February to be 
the same length as other months. 
For thousands 
of years men hav e insisted on hav ing this m onth of 
waiting kept shorter than the others. 
They may nev er 
b t persuaded th at it is not too long already. 


There is a mov ement on foot to hav e each slate 
adopt an official dog.

A Baby Cannot Be 
"Marked" 
T 


h e r e are numerous mksconcep- 
tions as to the origin of birth­ 
marks and many indiv iduals 
believ e that they are caused by 
some unusual ev ent occurring to the 
mother before the birth of the child. 
Ev en the term suggests the thought 
that an accident or a strain has 
left its “mark” on the dev eloping 
baby. But such factors hav e nothing 
to do with the lesions and most oI 
the stories are old wlv e.s’ talcs hand­ 
ed down through the generations. 
Physicians frequently encounter 
cases which tend to show how such 
superstitions originate. Doctor Harry 
M, Hedge, for example, ov er a re­ 
cent telev ised program, told of a 
little girl with a spider - shaped 
nev us on the forehead. Her mother 
insisted that it resulted from the 
shock receiv ed when she discov ered 
a spider descending from the ceiling 
of the room. The blemish was not 
a perfect replica of a spider but, 
by using a little imagination, the 
outline 
was 
suggestiv e. 
At 
any 
rate, a story like this spreads like 
wildfire and is taken as the gospel 
truth. 


'The lurid possibilities change as 
the years roll by and, if fright were 
responsible, we should begin to see 
lesions that look like automobile 
wheels, airplane wings, or jet pro­ 
pulsion iron birds. 
Furthermore, 
birthmarks come in v arious sizes 
and shapes and the onlooker can 
make anything out of them that 
pleases his fancy. In this respect 
they resemble clouds, shadows, ink 
spots, and peculiar rock formations 
in which a man's nose, a woman’s 
profile, or the head of 
a cat or 
dog can be v isualized. 
To the best of my knowledge the 
lesions are merely defects in de­ 
v elopment. Hedge quotes Dr. Wil­ 
liam Pusey, the eminent skin spe­ 
cialist, as saying the they are “Just 
a part of the skin that was not 
built according to specifications.” 
The majority are noticed at birth 
or shortly thereafter. They range 
in color from bright red to deep 
purple and in size from a pinhead 
to sev eral feet in diameter. Some 
are flat and flush with the skin; 
others are elev ated and protrude 
like tumors. They usually are made 
up of blood or lymph v essels and 
blanch is pressed upon or enlarge 
temporarily when crying or during 
excitement. 
Now and then they 
pulsate with each beat of the heart. 


'There are sev eral ways in which 
birthmarks can be remov ed and the 
exact method depends upon their 
location and size. Some are excised 
v ia surgery; others burned with an 
electric cautery. The area is anes­ 
thetized first to make the procedure 
painless. Radium also may be used; 
this plan Ls relativ ely simple and the 
results are excellent. Carbon diox­ 
ide snow is another form of therapy. 
This substance is taken from a tank, 
molded into the shape of a pencil, 
and applied directly ov er the lesion. 
Destruction of the birthmark occurs 
by freezing the tissues. Now and 
then carbon dioxide snow is added 
to acetone to make a colder (165 
degrees below zero) mixture. At any 
rate, there is no scarcity of treat­ 
ments and if the work is done in 
infancy, a smaller scar remains. 


LEG ULCERATION 
E. R. writes: Would penicillin help 
a leg ulcer in an elderly person? 
Reply 
Yes, if the germs in the ulcer 
are of the type that are affected 
by the wonder drug. But this is only 
one part of the treatment of such 
lesions. Attention must be directer 
to the cause. For example, if the 
circulation is impaired, an attempt 
should be made to improv e the flow 
of blood.

r . M. writes: What causes the 
flesh just beneath the eye to Jerk 
suddenly? Sometimes it Is so notice­ 
able that it is mistaken for a wink. 
Reply 
Many of us are troubled occa­ 
sionally by twitching in this area. 
The condition is due to a muscular 
contraction and the usual causes are 
eye strain, ov erfatigue, too much 
coffee or tobacco, and throat in­ 
fections. 


BIOPSY NEEDED 
A, R. writes: Would X-ray of the 
throat rev eal whether cancer is 
present? 
Reply 
No. Cancer of the throat is usu­ 
ally detected by looking at the lesion 
and remov ing a portion for labor­ 
atory study. 


NURSING AND DYEING 
Mrs. G. writes: I discontinued 
dyeing my hair when I became preg­ 
nant. My baby is now two months 
old and breastfed. I would like to 
start dyeing again. Will this harm 
the baby? 
Reply 
No. Your husband will notice the 
different but your infant won’t.

Riding Gratitude Train's Boxcars Revives W orld W ar I Memories; Horses 


Preferred to Men as Companions; They Kept Boxcar Worm 


Says DREW PEARSON 


ABOARD THE FRENCH GRAT­ 
ITUDE TRAIN, Feb. 18.—Here I am 
riding on freight trains again. Of 
course, these French freight cars 
are getting super-de luxe treatment, 
thanks to the courtesy and gener­ 
osity of the American railroads. But 
anyway, riding with them brings 
back memories of the days when I 
rode in similar boxcars in the Bal­ 
kans after World War I. 
M. Charles d’Hagues, the French 
railway mechanic who is trav eling 
with 
the Gratitude Train, 
des­ 
cribes tl|*se boxcars as “tres fa­ 
tigue.” Perhaps because they are 
“v ery tired,” hav e been ev erywhere, 
seeii ev erything, a world of senti­ 
ment of memories is tied up lii 
them. These are the same type cars 
that France sent down to aid her 
ally, Serbia, during and after the 
first war, and they are the saine 
cars that carried Friendship Train 
food through Prance and Italy just 
a little ov er a year ago. 


For many months after World 
War 1 they , were the only thing 
in which y ou could trav el. And 
when it came to choosing be­ 
tween 
“ forty 
men 
and eight 
horses,” I personally preferred 
riding with the eight horses. 


Reason was that the horses kept 
the car warm. And you hav e no idea 
how cold those cars could get on 
winter nights. If, howev er, you pick­ 
ed out a strain carrying cav alry, and 
slipped into a car with eight horses, 
you were reasonably sure of spend­ 
ing a warm night. The horses were 
always tied, their heads facing the 
door, so you could sleep on the hay 
in front of them with no danger 
from .their heels. In the morning 
you woke up to find all the hay 
eaten out from under you, and 
perhaps some of your hair nibbled 
at—^but at least it was warm. 


Special Police Guard Box cars 
Today the American railroads are 
guarding these French boxcars with 
special police night and day, as if 
they were museum pieces—which, 
in effect they are. But in the Bal­ 
kans, there was only one way to 
keep your boxcar from being rifted 
—sleep in it yourself. 
And, as part of my job was to 
transport relief supplies from Bel­ 
grade south to the Jugoslav -Alban­ 
ian border, boxcars were a sort of 
second home to me. 


Sometimes we borrowed J ugo­ 
slav gendarmes from the gov ­ 
ernment to guard supplies, but 
usually that meant about 
10 
per cent of y our flour and sugar 
was sold along the way —by the 
gendarme. 


Or sometimes when you didn’t 
hav e supplies to guard you rode in 
the caboose—also unheated, except 
for a Standard Oil can, with holes 
punched in the sides and a couple 
of chunks of soft coal burning in­ 
side. What smoke belched forth 
from those cans! There was no 
chimney, 
so 
it 
was 
a 
toss-up 
whether to stay in the caboose and 
smother or go on the rear platform 
and freeze. 
“ American Ladies” 
Tlien there were those post-war 
locomotiv es. Sometimes I rode in 
them, because they were warm. 
Usually, they barely crept ulong and 
sometimes they didn’t go ut all. 
Many of them were left behind by 
the 
American 
Army 
and 
had 
whistles reminiscent of the loco­ 
motiv es of our We.stern states. You 
could always recognize them by 
their whistle, and the Serbs, hear­ 
ing them, would call them "Amer- 
ikana,” meaning "American Lady.” 
One Amerikana behind which I 
rode got stalled on a cold Januarj' 
night in the mountain pass south of 
Nish, and I sCill recall as If it were 
yesterday lining up a dozen men 
between the locomotiv e and a creek 
to pass water in Standard Oil tins 
up to the boiler. The Serbs had ex­ 
pected 
the "American 
Lady" to 
make steam with her boiler dry! 


Europe’s Railroads Better Now 
The railroads of Europe hav e im­ 
prov ed a lot since then. Eh'en the 
French and Italian roads, though 
suffering terrific punishment during 
the war. are now' pretty well back 
on their feet. You still hav e to take 
along steamer rugs, heav y socks and 
long underwear to stay warm, and 
trav eling through mc^t of Europe 
in 
wintertime is 
something you 
don’t do just for the fun of it.

The last of the French cars are 
being deliv ered next week—a terrific 
job, executed without a slip-up.

North Atlantic Pact As It 
Confronts Congress O f U.S.

A conidtion that nev er faced Con­ 
gress before confronts it in the de­ 
bate about the North Atlantic Se­ 
curity Pact. It is this that accounts 
for the present agitation about the 
pact. 
The condition is at once 
starkly new in the world, and in­ 
finitely deep-reaching. It is at the 
same time imperativ e. 
We must 
look it in the face. And to look it 
in tlie fact, to make decisions about 
it, as we must, obliges us to giv e 
new thought to things we hav e 
taken for granted. 
Tlie facts are familiar enough. 
There is being written a pact of 
North Atlantic nations; it is for 
mutual defense. 
It embraces the 
United

Entrance by us into such a pact 
inv olv es the Constitution. 
Under 
the Constitution, the United States 
can go to war only by declaration 
of war by Congress. Here begins the 
new condition that confronts us. 
If we are to go to the defense 
of a number of the North Atlantic 
alliance, we must go quickly. Quick- 
nes.s is made Imperativ e by the 
nearness of Rus.sia to the European 
nations in the North Atlantle al­ 
lia nee. 
One of tiie nations, Norw’ay, ts in 
direct contact witli Ru.ssia. Norway 
could be attacked and ov erwhelmed 
by Russia in as .short a space of time 
a.s would be con.sumed by the pro- 
CC.SS of declaration of war by Con­ 
gress formal request for the de­ 
claration by the President, as much 
debate as might follow’, and passage 
of the declaration. Russian bombs 
could be falling on all Norw’ay in 
shorter time than a roll cull in Con­ 
gress would take.

If the North Atlantic Security 
Pact is to be of use to the na­ 
tions of Western Europe, the defense 
by us which it prov ides must be 
quick. Unless it comes quickly it 
is no security at all. Unless the 
pact permits quickness, some West­ 
ern Eluropean nations may be re­ 
luctant to join, tlie v ery possibility 
of a pact may be threatened, or at 
least the extent of it. 
Runs Counter To Tradition 
What quickness calls for is that 
the President, with his military 
heads, be able to act instantly. That 
runs counter to the constitutional 
power of Congress about declaring 
war, and counter to a cherished 
American tradition both about limi­ 
tation of the power of the President 
and about war. The v ery idea of 
such a pact as the present one at 
all runs counter to the traditioh, 
beginning with George Washing­ 
ton’s admonition that we av oid in­ 
v olv ement in the affairs of Europe.

How adjustments may be made 
between constitutional limitations 
and the present pact w’ili come up 
when the wording of the text of 
the pact is made public and the 
text as then known is discussed in 
Congress.

It beans on all 
the eeonomlr ami M x ial tields iiuo 
which gov ei nmeiit iut." .spread 
Tiiih challenge.s the ability of 
legLslativ e gov ernment, a Congress 
to act in any matter with the speed 
and detail and complexity which 
the new condition in the wwld de­ 
mands. It calls for conferring flex­ 
ibility and authority for speedy ac­ 
tion on the executiv e brancii of 
gov ernment. This in turn create.s 
temptation to let gov ernment be­ 
come totalitarian. Av oidance of that 
calls in turn for flexibility on the 
pan of Congress. 
Tlie problem of tiie div ision of 
powers between Congress and the 
executiv e is basic in the present 
matter of the North Atlantic Se- 
curiy Pact.

Tliere are no 
charts by which to steer except, of 
course, tiie laws of supply and de­ 
mand and the rules against ov er- 
expansion 
and 
miscalculation of 
demand. 
Long-Range Plans Sty mied 
Busines

make long-range plans onniaril., 
because they do not know’ w'hat 
the gov ernment is going to do. 'Die 
doctrine of gov ernment intcrwen- 
tioii has been preached on the cam­ 
paign stump to such an extent 
that most people believ e that the 
gov ernment can support their pay 
lev els and that, if they are unem­ 
ployed. the gov ernment can take 
care of them Indefinitely, 
At the moment checks f(*r un­ 
employment compensation are being 
sent out by federal and state agen­ 
cies at an unprecedented rate for 
the post-war period. But this in 
itself need not be significaiit. Any 
readjustment of our national eco­ 
nomy means temporary unemploy­ 
ment until the workers laid off 
can be employed again ’n some 
other line or in other companies 
in the same line. 
Tiie main reason w’hy business 
forecasting has been difficult since 
V-J Day is that the economic curv es 
of the pa.st are not sufficient to 
form a pattern. What the gov ern­ 
ment does changes the normal be­ 
hav ior of business trends. Thus, 
at the beginning of 19 46 and 19 47, 
respectiv ely, tliere w’ere statements 
made by economists warning that 
the first six months of the ensuing 
year would be good but the last 
six months wouldn’t be. Yet 1946 
turned out to be a good year, and 
so did 1947 and 1948. 
Now’ the economists were right 


in.sofar as the facts av ailable to 
them were concerned. They could 
not know in adv ance what artifical 
steps would be taken by gov ernn,ent 
to keep bu.siness booming. In May 
1947 the Marshall Plan 
born 
and armament on a v ast ^calc be­ 
came a reality. By the end of the 
year the gov ernment had pledged 
itself to spend nearly $20,(>00.000,- 
0(X) on international aid smd de­ 
fense. 
Any such stimulus to the eco­ 
nomic situation can be best under­ 
stood when it 
is realized that la 
all the depre.v sion years, from 19 30 
to 19 40, Uu- gov ernment

$23,000,(X)0,000 ov er and aoov e re­ 
c e ipts from 
ta xe s to promote re­ 
cov ery tlirougli WPA and other gov ­ 
ernment projects. When $20.000,000,- 
000 a year is poured into the eco­ 
nomic pump, something more than 
n simple priming has been accom- 
pli.slied. 
Today the money being appro­ 
priated for armament and for t.uer- 
national aid Is enough to keep tb* 
present economic situation mov ing 
along without serious change. The 
danger of deflation lies in any 
.udden contraction of those items. 
Sooner or later the spending must 
cease and something more pro­ 
ductiv e priv ate spending—must o« 
put in Its place. But for the next 
year there seems little prospect of 
such a change. 


Supply Means Demand 
Supply is catching up with de­ 
mand in many commodities, but 
there are lots of projects w*hich 
hav e been laid aside because of a 
fear 
of 
Truman 
administration 
policies- This is related to the plan 
to impose higher taxes on corpor­ 
ations and to penalize incenUv s 
among indiv iduals. There Is a pos­ 
sibility that a tax rise could actually 
result in smaller receipts, especially 
is business contracts. 
Pear 
of 
work 
stoppages and 
strikes halts plans for construction. 
This is related to the kind of labor- 
management law' that is enacted. 
If business really starts down­ 
hill, the gov ernment may release 
some of the controls such as were 
imposed 
recently on 
installment 
buying. Further expenditures for 
public w’orks might be undertaken. 
The 
gov ernment 
has 
power to 
soften the blow’ of a recession but 
it must consider also whether in 
the long run it may be producing 
another 
inflation 
which 
might 
cause a major depression four or 
fiv e years later. The gov ernment 
holds the answrer to what the eco­ 
nomic trend will be for this year 
and other years to come. 
It is an unsound situation, but 
realism requires that the use of 
artificial factors in a managed eco­ 
nomy be appraised in any attempt 
to gauge the future.

Congree* will take up tbs President's no lass contro­ 
versial scheme for universal and compulsory Federal 
tacitness Insurance. 
The great majority of American physicians oppose 
this plan. Clung Ute experience of Britain, parts of 
Canada and of several countries on the European 
continent, they are convinced that this kind of 
-socialised medicineM would mean poorer service to 
the sick. At this time of serious shortage of physicians, 
hospitals and nurses, a Government “guarantee” of 
medical service to all, at public expense—meaning 
through taxation on every Income--would inevitably 
mean neglect of the seriously 111 for the sake of the 
mass of slightly 111 and the malingerers. The result 
would be to cripple the best medical service on earth. 
Those who oppose the Administration plan do not 
say that American medical service cannot be Im­ 
proved The American Medical Association, represent­ 
ing 19.000 physicians, has Just announced a timely 
program to bring “a wider and better distribution of 
medical care to the American people ” This 11-point 
program calls for expansion of medical and dental 
teaching, and of faculties for treating the sick— 
especially the mentally HI and the aged. 
The American Medical Aeaociatton recommends a 
Federal Department of Science of Cabinet status, with 
a physician as secretary. It also urges the use of 
Federal money to promote medical research, spon­ 
sored by the Government but administered by a non­ 
governmental board. Finally, it calls for expansion 
of voluntary hospital and medical ears Insurance, 
especially in the rural areas. 
The last proposal is something of a departure for 
the American Medical Association. Many members of 
the group have felt that its bead, Dr. Morris Fish bein, 
was "missing a bet” In not encouraging voluntary 
medical insurance, even as he rightly opposed com­ 
pulsory Federal Insurance. The great success of the 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield plans, which now cover 
90 900,000 Americans, has shown what can be done 
by private insurance, which offers protection to the 
individual and his family and at the same time avoids 
a11 the dangers of “state medicine."

Yoar Of Waiting 


lim e drags its feet in February. 
The days ara 
longer than In November, when the leaves have fallen 
but Winter defers its coming—longer than in August, 
that month when the Summer begins to die and the 
earth seems to spin more slowly on Its axis. 
Some­ 
times it seems that February will never pass and late 
March bring the greening grass. 
The Romans, who gave us our calendar, knew Uus 
same hunger for Spring at this time of year. 
Early 
In their history they counted only IO months, leaving 
a gap of some 60 days between the end of one year 
and the beginning of the next. 
In time they added 
January and February, but they made February short. 
They gave all the other months 31 days, 20 or 29. They 
allotted only 28 days to Februarlus. 
Their calendar was Imperfect still. 
It left them 
extra days to account for somehow, to make their 
year fit the unvarying habit of the sun, but apparently 
they wanted to avoid a longer February. 
Every 
second year they stopped the month at the 23rd, threw 
la the surplus days as a “monsls lntercalaria” they 
called Merced od us, and then started again with 
February 24. 
Somehow, despite them, the month gained a day. 
It had 29 days when Julius Caesar reformed the 
calendar. 
He kept It there by ordering February 23 
repeated once every four years. 
Then, when Augustus 
had to have a m onth as long as Julius*, he took the 
needed dsy from February. Nobody minded so much 
then and nobody has cared much since, so February 
bas 26 days three years out of four. 
Perhaps the reason calendar reformers have not 
made much progress Is that they want February to be 
the same length as other months. 
For thousands 
of years men have Insisted on having this month of 
waiting kept aborter than the others. 
They may never 
i t persuaded that It Is not too long already.

HERE are numerous misconcep­ 
tion* aa to the origin of birth­ 
mark* and many individual! 
believe that they are caused by 
nome unusual event occurring to the 
mother before the birth of the child. 
Even the term suggests the thought 
that an accident or a strain has 
left IU “mark” on the developing 
baby. But such factors have nothing 
to do with the lesions and most of 
the stories art old wives* tales hand­ 
ed down through the generations. 
Physicians frequently encounter 
cases which tend to show how such 
superstitions originaU. Doctor Harry 
M Hedge, for example, over a re­ 
cent televised program, told of a 
little girl with a spider - shaped 
nevus on tile forehead Her mother 
insisted that it resulted from the 
shock received when she discovered 
a spider descending from the celling 
of the room. The blemish was not 
a perfect replica ef a spider but. 
by tiding a utile Imagination, the 
outline 
was 
suggestive. 
At 
any 
rate. a story like this spreads like 
wildfire and is taken as the gospel 
truth.

The lurid possibilities change aa 
the years roll by and. if fright were 
responsible, we should begin to see 
lesions that look Uke automobile 
wheels, airplane wings, or jet pro­ 
pulsion iron birds. 
Furthermore, 
birthmarks come in various sues 
and shapes and the onlooker can 
make anything out of them that 
pleases his fancy. In this respect 
they resemble clouds, shadows, ink 
spou. and peculiar rock formations 
in which a man's nose. a woman's 
profile, or the head of a cat or 
dog can be visualised. 
To the best of my knowledge the 
lesions are merely delects in de­ 
velopment. Hedge quotes Dr. Wih* 
Uam Pusey, the eminent skin spe­ 
cialist. as saying the they are “Just 
a part of the akin that was not 
built according to specifications.** 
The majority are noticed at birth 
or shortly thereafter. They range 
in color from bright red to deep 
purple and in sum from a pinhead 
to several feet In diameter. Some 
are flat and flush with the skin; 
others are elevated and protrude 
like tumors. They usually are made 
up of blood or lymph vessels and 
blanch is pressed upon or enlarge 
temporarily when crying or during 
excitement. 
Now and then they 
pulsate with each beat of the heart.

There Ale several ways in which 
birthmarks can bt removed and the 
exact method depends upon their 
location and alae. Some are excised 
via surgery; others burned with an 
electric cautery. The area is anes- 
thetlaed first to make the procedure 
painless. Radium also may be used; 
this plan is relatively simple and the 
results are excellent. Carbon diox­ 
ide snow Is another form of therapy. 
This substance is taken from a tank. 
molded into the shape of a pencil, 
and applied directly over the lesion. 
Destruction of the birthmark occurs 
by freeking the tissues. Now and 
then carbon dioxide snow is added 
to acetone to make a colder Clift 
degrees below aero) mixture.

riding on freight trains again Of 
course, these French freight cars 
are getting super-de luxe treatment, 
thanks to the courtesy and gener­ 
osity of the American railroads. But 
anyway, riding with them brings 
back memories of the days when I 
rode In similar boxcars in the Bal­ 
kans after World War I.

If we are to go to the defense 
of a number of the North Atlantic 
allUnce, we must go quickly. Quick­ 
ness U made imperative by the 
nearness of Bussu to the European 
nations in the North Atlantic al­ 
liance.

demand. 
Long-Range Plane St vatted 
Busine* 
men generally cannot 
make long-range plans unmanly 
because they do not know what 
the government is going to do. The 
doctrine of government interven­ 
tion has been preached on the cam­ 
paign stump to such an extent 
that most people believe that the 
government can support their pay 
levels and that, if they are unem­ 
ployed. the government can take 
care of them indefinitely. 
At the moment checks tie un­ 
employment compensation are bern* 
sent out by federal and state agen­ 
cies at an unprecedented rate tor 
the post-war period. But this in 
itself need not be significant. Any 
readjustment of our national eco­ 
nomy means temporary unemploy­ 
ment until the workers laid oft 
can be employed again ‘n some 
other line or rn ocher companies 
in the same line.

Any such stimulus to the eco­ 
nomic situation can be best under­ 
stood when It Is realized that la 
all the depression years, from IWO 
to 1940. the government im anti d 
923.000.000.000 over and Moue re­ 
ceipt* from taxes to promote re­ 
covery through WPA and other gov­ 
ernment project!. When g»,00u.000.- 
000 a year Is poured into the eco­ 
nomic pump, something more than 
a simple priming has been accom­ 
plished. 
Today the money being appro­ 
priated for armament and for u Ler­ 
na Uonal aid Is enough to keep tho 
present economic situation moving 
along without serious change. The 
danger of deflation bes lo any 
Malden contraction of those items.

Niceto Alcala Zamora, 71, exiled 
• father” of Spain’s second republic, 
was found dead in bed hei-e today. 
He left a letter to the Spanish peo­ 
ple calling for unity. 
The grey-haired, grey-mustached 
‘‘E>on Niceto” had lived in Buenos 
Aires seven years, contributing to 
newspapers and magazines.
